THE FIRST MEKTING. 


Colored HKepublicans Preparing for 
War. 


A meeting was held last evening in the 
city courtroom by the colored people of Los 
Angeles in order to form an organization 
that may fairly represent their interests 
during the next election. The colored vote 
for the county amounts to some 700, with 
about 300 additional who will have quali- 
tied by residence in the State before the 
next Presidential election. This being so, 
‘they have determined to form a club where, 
in addition to meeting socially, matters 
pertaining to the interests of their class 
may be discussed, and a united pian of ac- 
tion determined upon. 

At 8 o’clock only 14 colored pom put in 


an appearance, and, after a ¢ re of in- 
terrogal remarks from all sides of 


rouin, R. C. O. Benjamin, the colored attor- 
ney, took possession of the chair, consider- 
ing, probably, sucha matter as voting any 


one to the chair a superfluous ceremony. 

He briefly stated why they had gathered 
together; thatin the hands of tie colored 
population lay the balance of power between 
the two parties, and that it was desirabie 
that they should band themselv 1 together 
for the common good, and, drop opine party, 
be strictly independent of both publicans 
and Democrats. They would in such man- 
ner be able to support any measure by 
which they would be gainers, whether fath- 
ered by the Republican or Democratic party. 
His remarks feemed to give satisfaction tu 
the very limited audience, but, on the mo- 
tion of Mr, Jenkins, it was ecided to ad- 

ourn the meeting until next Monday even- 
ng, to allow of the meeting being more 
widely advertised, and thus secure a large 
and representative gathering of tHe colored 
population. 


IN DAYLIGHT. | 
Thieves Are Becoming Bolder ‘Each 
Day. 


Yesterday between 4 and 5 
o'clock a house on the north corner of Pico 
and Sentous streets, occupied by Mr. H. W. 
Baker, was burglarized during the absence 


about 3:30, locking the door carefuily be- 
fore leaving. On her return, just before 5 
o’cluck, she found the front dour open, and 
on investigation found that the house had 
been overhauled and wany articles of 
value removed.

Fatal Ending of a Skating Party in 
‘Texas. 

Ennis (Tex.), Jan. 18.—Seven persons 

were drowned today in Sand Lake. Two 


‘daughters of William Williams and a 


young man named Babbitt were skating. 
The ice gave way and they sank in four 
and a half feet of water. Miss Babbit and 
two little girls, also daughters of Williams, 
who were on the shore watching the sport, 
were drowned in attempting to rescue their 
friends. One of the drowning young ladies 
threw a child on the ice, saving its life. 
Young Williams, a quarter of a mile dis- 
tant, saw the trouble and ran to the assist- 
ance of the unfortunates. He was soon 


overpowered by them and was also drowned.
